Resident questions 
sign fee collections 


Gambling may 
win city favor

Shortly after a drive-by 
shooting in Romulus on March 
29, a Detroit teenage motorist 
arrested in the incident told 
Romulus detectives that all he 
worried about in the shooting 
was that he might lose his job 
or his scholarship to Wayne 
State College. 

The defendant, Kofi Myler, 
18, a college freshman and res- 
ident of Detroit, explained in a 
statement he gave Romulus 
detectives that he never 
thought the shots fired by his 
15-year-old friend actually 
killed Bayete “Yogi’- Elrod of 
Romulus. 

Most of the lengthy state- 
ment Myler had given to police 
was read into the court record 
last Wednesday by Romulus 
Detective Sgt. Dan Snyder dur 
ing Myler’s long-delayed pre- 
trial examination before 34th 
District Court Judge William 
Szlinis. 

Actually the preliminary ex- 
amination has been split into 
two parts, because the accused 
15-year-old gunman’s lawyer 
was unable to attend the 
Wednesday session. 

The hearings have been de- 
layed for weeks because of 
problems in finding a Wednes- 
day court date that was suita- 
ble for four attorneys 
representing the three murder 
defendants and a prime state 
witness. 

Late Wednesday morning it 
was decided to sever the hear- 
ings for two of the defendants, 
Myler and the accused gun- 
man, 15-year-old Nile Miles. 

A third defendant, Alan 
Bradley, 17, asked that his pre- 
liminary examination hearing 
be waived. It is expected he 
could be a key witness against 
Myler and Miles at a later trial. 

Snyder testified that he 
read Myler his “Miranda 
rights” twice, once shortly af- 
ter Myler was arrested and 
said he wanted to contact a 
lawyer and the following day 
when Myler agreed to give a 
statement to police. 

Myler’s attorney, Richard 
Nelson, asked Szlinis for a sup- 
pression of his client’s police 
statement, charging Snyder 
failed to assist Myler in con- 
tacting a defense lawyer. 

But Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Curtis Smith suc- 


cessfully argued that the Mir- 
anda rights stipulation was 
centered mostly on halting po- 
lice questioning when a defen- 
dant asked to see a lawyer, not 
on helping arrange for legal 
services. 

Myler’s statement outlined 
the events prior to his first 
visit to Romulus that March 
weekend, activities inside and 
outside the Whitehorn Street 
home and the return visit by 
Myler and three others when 
the shooting actually took 
place. 

Myler, in his statement, said 
he was repeatedly attacked 
verbally by a man inside the 
Romulus house March 28 and 
29 and repeatedly asked co- 
defendant Bradley to leave 
with him and go back to De- 
troit 

While Myler admitted he 
might have considered having 
a fistfight with the larger man 
at the Romulus house, he de- 
cided it wouldn't be wise since 
he was badly outnumbered. 

Myler admitted his whole 
body and jaw “were shaking” 
as he drove away from the Ro- 
mulus area following that 
lengthy confrontation. 

He admitted going back to 
Detroit, discussing the events 
with friends and then return- 
ing with three others and a 
sawed-off rifle “that looked 
like it was going to fall apart.” 

After returning to the 
Whitehorn Street area, Myler’s 
statement said he yelled out to 
his passengers that he “chick- 
ened out” on any thoughts of 
revenge and asked that the 
shooting be stopped as the first 
shots rang out. 

After the gunman jumped 
back into his car, they drove 
back to Detroit and placed the 
weapon in a garbage can, My- 
ler’s statement said. 

Nelson said Myler’s state- 
ment reveals there was no pre- 
meditation in the killing of 
young Elrod and thus urged 
that if his client was to be 
bound over for trial, the 
charge should be dropped to 
second degree murder or even 
manslaughter. 

Smith countered by saying 
no killing would have oc- 
curred if Myler had not driven 
individuals with a gun to the 
Romulus neighborhood and 
therefore he was equally as 
guilty as the actual gunman.

City resident Leo L. Knasiak 
urged members of the Ro- 
mulus City Council Monday 
night to act to enforce ordi- 
nances and have local signs in- 
spected and revenues 
collected for their use. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
told Khasiak that she would 
have the ordinance stipula- 
tions researched and would in- 
form him of any decision in the 
matter at a future date. 

Knasiak hand-delivered let- 
ters to the city council mem- 


bers Monday night stating that 
city ordinances state that “an 
annual inspection of signs” 
throughout Romulus must be 
completed and annual fees are 
to be collected. 

He asked in his letter, 
“Could you please explain to 
me why these revenues are 
currently not being col- 
lected?” He claimed a city 
building department official 
had told him on the phone “we 
never collect those fees.” 

Knasiak said such a reve- 
nue collection would aid the

Will casino gambling one 
day help the city of Romulus 
overcome the budgetary short- 
fall? 

Both Mayor Beverly 
McAnally and Community De- 
velopment Director Jane Dow- 
ling are not sure, but they are 
willing to explore the options. 

Both attended a recent in- 
formational seminar spon- 
sored by the U.S. Conference 
of Mayors in New Orleans on 
April 28 and 29. 

McAnally said while she has 
severe moral objections to ca- 
sinos opening in Romulus, she 
feels the city of Romulus 
needs to explore alternative 
sources of funding following 
the past voter turn down of 
millage hikes for street im- 
provements, drainage up- 
grades and fire department 
needs. 

Other Michigan city leaders 
attending the casino seminars 
came from Flint and Highland 
Park. 

“While we have no clients 
for such a venture at this 
time,” McAnally said, “we feel 
that since city taxpayers told 
us they are not going to give us 
any more money, we have to 
look at other avenues of city 
funding.” 

Detroit also is considering 
allowing Native Americans to 
open casinos if the state legis- 
lature allows it. 

McAnally said she “has 
strong reservations about ca- 
sinos.-.since they prey on the 
poor,” but at the same time 
feels some church leaders are 
somewhat hypocritical by op- 
posing government sanctioned 
gambling while they operate 
their own gambling ventures 
via bingos and raffles. 

McAnally said she had dis- 
cussions with the mayors of At- 
lantic City and New Orleans 
about the crime issue and was 
told, “If you don’t have a high 
crime rate before casinos, you 
won’t have one with casinos.” 

If she was ever convinced 
that casinos were in the best 
interest of Romulus, McAnally 
said, she would ask that part of 
the profits go to the churches, 
gamblers rehabilitation efforts 
and the city operating budget. 

Also attending the casino 
seminars was Michael Pro- 


chaska of Metro World Center, 
a planned development in Ro- 
mulus. 

Dowling said cities are 
going to be forced to be more 
“innovative” in realizing reve- 
nue, since “tax dollars are so 
tight today...and we don’t want 
to feel that millage hikes are 
the only option open to us.” 

The community develop- 
ment director said “A casino 
gambling site (possibly as 
small as 5 acres) could easily 
be part of a 100-acre real es- 
tate initiative for local devel- 
opers.” 

Since Romulus is vastly un- 
der developed, Dowling said, 
the way the city develops land 
will determine how future 
funding will materialize. 

While in New Orleans, 
McAnally and Dowling found 
that Louisiana is allowing only 
one 5-acre gambling site in the 
entire state and that will be lo- 
cated in New Orleans. 

Michigan has made no such 
decision yet, but Romulus 
wants to keep the options open 
in case the state legislature 
opens the doors for such ven- 
tures. 

Dowling feels such a possi- 
ble casino site could become a 
tremendous boon to area ho- 
tels. 

Any potential casino devel- 
opment in Romulus could be 
located immediately next to 
the Detroit Metro Airport and 
not be a major problem for the 
rest of the city, they said. 

“We have 3,300 existing ho- 
tel rooms and could set up any 
potential gambling location 
where it will be accessible to 
private cars and public trans- 
portation,” Dowling said. 

“If such a casino project is 
developed it will not be like 
those in Atlantic City or Las 
Vegas,” Dowling said. “All the 
gambling will be limited to the 
casino area.. .hence we will not 
be having slot machines in 
laundries, grocery stores, etc.” 

McAnally said the only way 
she would even consider local 
casinos is if they were tightly 
controlled and monitored by 
law enforcement officials. 

The recent trip to New Or- 
leans has allowed Romulus to 
open contacts for such a ven- 
ture, Dowling said, and leave 
us the option of attending a fall 
conference on casino updates 
sponsored by the national 
mayors group. 
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School employees 
attend safety class 


More than 600 Romulus and 
St. Aloysius School employees 
and City of Romulus workers 
recently received special 
training in the safe handling of 
blood and other body fluids, 
Dr. Terrel LeCesne, assistant 
superintendent of Romulus 
Schools, said. 

The training was provided 
April 28 at the Romulus Senior 
High School by Kenneth J. Ro- 
mans, Registered Nurse at Oc 
cupational Health Solutions of 
Brighton. 

During the in-service ses- 
sion. employees were trained 
in methods to perform their 
job tasks in a safe manner to 
greatly reduce or eliminate 
their chances of contracting a 
bloodborne disease, such as 
HIV or HBV. 

The training will be fol- 
lowed by free Hepatitis B inoc- 


ulations for any city or school 
employee who wishes to have 
them. 

This comprehensive train 
ing is mandated by the Occu 
pational Health and Safety 
Administration for all 
workers, who may come into 
contact with another person’s 
blood or body fluids in the 
course of their jobs. 

Teachers, custodians, secre 
taries, bus drivers and aides 
are considered to be in such 
situations in school on a daily 
basis. 

LeCesne said rather than al 
low a labor dispute to occur, 
members of the Romulus 
School Board have opted to of- 
fer the inoculations to all em- 
ployees at no cost. 

An exposure control plan to 
be followed by all school em- 
ployees is being developed.

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period of time.

Romulus City Hall was the 
site of 30 minutes of prayer 
and Christian song last Thurs- 
day noon.

Participating were the Revs. 
Bennie Oliphant of the Ro- 
mulus Community Baptist 
Church, Neil Swanger and Jan- 
ette Post of the Ball Road Tab- 
ernacle, J.D. Landis of the 
Community United Methodist 
Church, Douglas Bishop of the 
Romulus Church of God, 
Lovell Wooden Sr. of the Bev- 
erly House of God Church, Ar- 
thur Willis of the Pentecostal 
Missionary Baptist Church and 


John Jones of the Mount Olive 
Baptist Church. 

In addition to coordinating 
the prayer effort, Parker also 
filled in for the Rev. Mike Mc- 
Clellan of the Wesleyan 
Church, who was conducting a 
funeral at the time. 

The speakers touched on 
subjects including: 

• Oliphant’s call for the Lord 
to, “Teach President Clinton 
how to lead this nation. ..and 
how to take it back to the prin- 
cipals the nation was founded 
on.” 

• Swanger’s reminder that, 
“military strength was based 
on the hand of God not our ar- 
maments.”

ULCERS CAN BE 
CONTROLLED — 
BUI PREVENTION 
IS BEST

If you suffer from ulcers, you can 
take several measures to control the 
condition and relieve the discom- 
fort they can cause. 

But if you don’t have ulcers 

keep reading! Ulcers can be 
prevented and since there is no 
known ulcer cure, prevention is the 
best medicine. 

What is an ulcer? 

In general terms, an ulcer is an 
open sore in the lining of the 
stomach. 

When the stomach produces too 
much acid, the body automatically 
protects the stomach by secreting a 
mucous-type substance to counter 
the acid. However, when there is an 
imbalance of acid and mucous sub- 
stances, they irritate the stomach 
lining and eventually form an ulcer. 

Symptoms of ulcers include a 
dull ache in the upper abdomen, 
nausea, vomiting of blood, passing 
of dark stools, and general pain in 
the stomach area. 

If you think you have symptoms 
of an ulcer, see your doctor. When 


ulcers aren’t treated, they can lead 
to malignant tumors (cancer), or 
they can burrow a hole through the 
entire stomach lining and require 
surgery. 

Good news — ulcers are very’ 
preventable 

The good news about ulcers is 
that they arc easily prevented. 

Most often, ulcers are related 
directly to a person’s lifestyle. 
Extreme stress, smoking, caffeine, 
alcohol, and aspirin consumption all 
produce excess acid in the stomach, 
and therefore lead to ulcers. 

Making simple lifestyle changes in 
these areas will greatly reduce your 
risk of developing an ulcer. 

If you already have an ulcer, you 
can control its growth and symp- 
toms by making the same lifestyle 
changes as mentioned above.

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Wetlands move 
best for all 

Last November, we were one of the few voices in the 
media to applaud the Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) decision to permit the expansion of the Woodland 
Meadows landfill onto the adjacent property in northeast 
Van Buren Township, and to create a new wetlands in its 
place in Gibraltar. 

It was a solution to a difficult problem, and one that is 
destined to provide benefits to all parties concerned. Pri- 
marily, the decision will pave the way for the development 
of a landfill that is slated to meet the waste disposal needs 
of Wayne County for the next two decades. 

Implementation of the plan was halted by the Environ 
mental Protection Agency earlier this year, and only re- 
cently was the wetlands exchange approved. 

Critics, apparently unfamiliar with the type of land in- 
volved in the two-parcel transfer, have voiced objections 
to the “loss of wetlands.” even though there is a net gain of 
336 acres of wetlands - in a more appropriate site. Those 
familiar with the Van Buren Township site bordering In- 
terstate-275 recognized it, at best, as a marginal wetland. 
On the other hand, the Gibraltar site, which is adjacent to 
the Detroit River and Lake Erie, is in an area that is 
seasonally flooded and is better suited as a habitat for 
waterfowl and other forms of wildlife. 

Wayne County Executive Edward McNamara, who 
helped to develop the compromise plan, termed it a “win- 
win solution for everyone involved.” 

We agree. The solution was a practical solution to a 
difficult dilemma, and will result in a wide range of bene- 
fits, net the least of which is the preservation of more than 
1,600 jobs at the financially troubled McLouth Steel Corp. 
The agreement provides the following benefits: 

• Purchase of the McLouth property will provide funds 
to strengthen the financial picture of the economically 
troubled firm and help to preserve jobs. 

• Of the 400 acres at the McLouth site, 128 acres will be 
newly created wetlands, which meets the DNR require- 
ment of a 2:1 ratio for wetlands mitigation. 

• Waste Management has pledged an $800,000 grant to 
support county efforts to improve water quality in the 
Rouge River basin. 

• The landfill will provide the host community (Van 
Buren Township) with approximately $850,000 annually in 
royalty fees and grants and also develop an 18-hole public 
golf course adjacent to the new landfill. 

Perhaps one of the best results of the agreement was 
proof that a partnership of elected officials at the federal, 
state and local levels and the business community, repre- 
sented by Waste Management and McLouth Steel, can 
work together to successfully resolve a problem. 

All parties involved in the agreement deserve credit for 
their innovative solution to the problem. We believe the 
long-term benefits for all of the residents of Southeastern 
Michigan will be clearly evident as time goes by, and we 
hope this landmark agreement will inspire other govern- 
mental and business leaders to negotiate other “win-win” 
pacts.

It has started in earnest. 

The quest for election to school board terms of office is 
under way and candidates are vying for the elusive ap- 
proval of voters in the June 2 elections. 

And now, in Westland, two challengers have already 
declared their intent to seek the office of mayor against 
the incumbent. 

We congratulate them all. No matter what the outcome 
of any of this, each is undergoing and will undergo the 
Temendous financial and psychological strain of a cam- 
paign. And each has, if nothing more, offered to serve. 

That alone, in this time of political turmoil and school 
financial crisis, is worth note. 

We appreciate their spirit and their energy and thank 
them, profusely, for making the effort. It takes a special 
individual to withstand the rigors of a political campaign, 
only to take on the trials, tribulations and troubles of 
public office.

In a matter of days, the 
House Committee on Educa- 
tion and Labor-which I have 
the honor to char -will take up 
one of the most exciting pro- 
posals to be offered by Presi- 
dent Clinton: the National 
Service Trust, an initiative that 
will expand educational op- 
portunity, reward individual 
responsibility and build com- 
munity by encouraging Ameri- 
cans of all ages to work 
together to tackle our common 
problems. 

The initiative offers educa- 
tional awards to those Ameri- 
cans willing to serve in a 
variety of programs that bene- 
fit their communities, address- 
ing pressing educational, 
environmental, human or pub 
lie safety problems.

Awards may be used to 
repay loans for higher educa- 
tion or to pay for additional 
post-secondary education or 
training. Individuals may re- 
ceive two $5,000 awards. 

Qualifying service programs 
may be operated by federal 
agencies, states, local govern- 
ments, school districts, col- 
leges, community-based not- 
for-profit organizations. The 
National Service Trust, a gov- 
ernment corporation, will help 
local organizations qualify for 
the initiative and ensure their 
public mission is up to stan- 
dards of usefulness for partici- 
pants and communities. Thus, 
the initiative would not estab- 
lish a new federal bureau- 
cracy to run programs but 
work with successful organiza- 
tions to extend their reach.

Prevailing Wage ordinance 
pushed through by Mayor 
(Ken) Warfield and three mem- 
bers of the city council.

There is no 
provision that a percentage of 
contracts will be awarded to 
support the people who have 
risked their investment in our 
city.

Unless these small busi- 
nesses pad their labor costs 
and bring their bids up to the 
big union outfits, our city will 
not even consider them.

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Artrain explores 
vehicles and voyages 



Planes, trains and auto- 
mobiles; paintings, prints and 
sculptures. 

Artrain-America’s only trav- 
eling museum in a train fea- 
tures a fine arts exhibition 
which explores artists' fascina- 
tion with the technology of 
travel and the lure of the open 
road. 

Curated by Dr. Ellen Plum- 
mer of the University of Michi- 
gan Museum of Art, The 
Romance of Transportation 
encompasses works dating 
from the 1800s through the pre- 
sent created by world- 
renowned artists. 

The exhibition includes ap- 
proximately 60 works from 
Michigan and regional collec- 
tions which will be on display 
during the 1993-94 tour sea- 
sons. 

Hands-on activities, music 
and audiovisual programs of- 
fer visitors new ways of experi- 
encing the objects on exhibit. 

Travel has been an integral 
part of the North American 
psyche ever since the conti- 
nent was settled by people 
crossing the Bering Strait from 
Asia or traversing the Atlantic 
Ocean from Europe. 

During the past two centu- 
ries, modes of transportation 
have multiplied at an astound- 
ing rate and have included ev- 
erything from Conestoga 
wagons to spaceships; an ex- 
ploratory fervor seized the 
public’s imagination as rail, 
air and automobile travel 


shrank distances and drew 
diverse cultures together. The 
Romance of Transportation 
presents this transportation 
phenomenon from many view- 
points and through many me- 
dia. 

The exhibition explores a 
variety of themes including the 
opening of the West, the com- 
ing of the railroad, and our 
love/hate relationship with the 
automobile. 

Artists from different back- 
grounds represent these ideas 
in many ways. Elizabeth 
Wilson McFadden Ross has 
created a quilt titled The Rocky 
Road to Kansas which includes 
similarities to SAS Passenger 
Ticket, an oversized New York- 
to-Stockholm plane ticket 
demonstrated by Andy Warhol. 
The Dashing Demon , an etching 
by Otto Kuhler, shows a power- 
ful locomotive racing around a 
curve; and Paul Weller evokes 
the frustration of auto- 
ownership in his print Break- 
down depicting a dejected 
family alongside their dis- 
abled car. 

Another theme developed 
in the exhibition examines the 
ways in which artists use vehi- 
cles as canvases. Artists Re- 
ginald Marsh, Susan Hall and 
Don Eddy have created paint- 
ings and prints which are por- 
traits of vehicles and 
emphasize aesthetic beauty 
rather than function. 

Artrain's transparency sec- 


tion includes photographs of 
Car Art in which artists have 
transformed cars into mobile 
sculpture by decorating them 
with objects ranging from jew- 
elry to dolls to television sets 
to wrought-iron scrollwork. 

The Romance of Transpor- 
tation also looks at how artists 
select and adapt reality as they 


create. 

Other themes central to the 
exhibition are the thrill of dis 
covery and exploration; vehi- 
cle design; the relationship 
between vehicle and social 
status; and artists’ progression 
from realism to abstraction as 
demonstrated through trans- 
portation subject matter. 


Wayne hosts 
extravaganza 


America’s fascination with 
travel and technology will be 
the theme when Artrain brings 
The Romance of Transporta- 
tion exhibition to the City of 
Wayne May 13-16. 

The nation’s only traveling 
museum in a train, Artrain is 
comprised of converted rail 
cars housing exhibition gall- 
eries and an artists’ studio and 
annually visits approximately 
25 communities. 

Wayne is one of only 50 
towns and cities that will host 
the event during 1993 and 1994. 

The Romance of Transpor- 
tation features approximately 
60 works from Michigan and 
regional collections. Included 
will be paintings, sculptures, 
photographs and prints depict- 
ing transportation forms rang- 
ing from bicycles to space 
ships. 

Artrain visitors will encoun- 
ter familiar names in art as 
well as discover new ones. 
Among artists represented in 
the exhibition are pop artist 
Andy Warhol, realist Thomas 
Hart Benton, sculptor Claes 
Oldenburg, African-American 
College artist Romare 
Bearden, photographer Dor- 
othea Lange and photorealist 
Richard Estes. 

Hands-on displays, music 
and audio-visual programs of- 
fer innovative means of expe- 
riencing the exhibition that 
will appeal to art lovers of all 
ages. For example, visitors can 
explore the vast expanses of 


the West through the same ste- 
reoview images that fired the 
imaginations of their ances- 
tors; and relive the “Wreck of 
the 01’ 97” through a recording 
of a once-popular song com- 
memorating that railroad di- 
saster, as well as viewing a 
photograph of the actual 
wreck and artwork created by 
Benton. 

Lenders to The Romance in- 
clude: the Detroit Institute of 
Arts, University of Michigan 
Museum of Art, Henry Ford 
Museum, Kresge Art Museum 
of Michigan State University, 
Cranbrook Academy of Art 
Museum, Flint Institute of 
Arts, Muskegon Museum of 
Art, Grand Rapids Art Mu- 
seum and Dearborn Historical 
Museum. 

Artrain has traveled to 33 
states and delighted more than 
two million adults and chil- 
dren since its first stop in 1971. 
A non-profit corporation, Ar- 
train is supported in part by 
the Michigan Council for Arts 
and Cultural Affairs. 

Locally, the City of Wayne 
and Chamber of Commerce 
have contributed to bring Ar- 
train to Wayne. Conrail has 
provided transportation for 
the mobile museum. 

Artrain will be located on 
the Conrail tracks at Elizabeth 
Street and open to the public 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. May 13 
and 14, 11 a.m. to 7 p.m. May 15 
and 16. There is no admission 
fee for touring Artrain.

Artrain has been a catalyst 
for the formation of many local 
arts councils, the creation of 
artist-in-residence programs, 
and the development of an- 
nual arts festivals. 

Artrain received the 1990 
Governor’s Arts Organization 
Award for its 20 years of out- 
standing service in arts out- 
reach and education to 
Michigan and the nation. 

The tour begins with a four- 
screen audio-visual introduc- 
tion to the objects and themes 
of the exhibition, continues 
through the galleries and mu- 
seum shop and ends in the stu- 


dio car where artists give 
demonstrations. 

Only one person travels on 
the train as it moves from com- 
munity to community.

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Drug raids root out marijuana suppliers

Wayne and Inkster police have arrested a 24- 
year-old Wayne man who they said is a major 
manufacturer and supplier of marijuana in the 
area. 

Police raided residency of David Seibert, who 
lives with his sister in the 4900 block of Walker in 
the city of Wayne and arrested him after finding a 
large quantity of marijuana in the basement of 
the house. 

Seibert was arraigned in 29th District Court 
and charged with violation of the Public Health 
Code He will face an examination on the charge 
on Monday. 

Police said that they also found a large quan 
tity of drug paraphernalia in the basement. There 
were at least 26 small and at seven large sus- 
pected marijuana plants.

“We believe that the suspect was a moderate 
supplier of marijuana to this area,” said acting 
Inkster Police Chief Wilbert Reid. “We have had 
our eye on the operation for some time.” 

According to police reports, undercover nar- 
cotics agents have made “buys” from the suspect 
with marked police bills. 

Police said they seized about $1,200 in cash 
from Seibert’s bedroom safe. They also confis- 
cated about $190 in change and a large quantity of 
television sets, stereo equipment and VCRs. 


Police believe that the suspect was using the 
basement of the single- family house to cultivate 
the plants, then manufacturer marijuana. 

When Wayne and Inkster police raided the 
house, Seibert was standing in the yard with a 
second subject who identified himself as an out- 
of- state resident. After questioning him, police 
released him. 

Seibert informed police that he took up resi- 
dency with his sister about a year ago. 

Because the arrest and the alleged violation of 
the health code occurred in Wayne, the case is 
being handed by the Wayne Police Department 
Inkster police, who assigned at least two detec- 
tives to help in the raid, assisted their neighbor- 
ing community in the arrest, according to Reid. 

Members of the Romulus Police special inves- 
tigatory squad and federal Drug Enforcement Ad- 
ministration agents raided a heavily fortified 
home on Famum Street late Thursday afternoon

Judge strikes down law as 'unconstitutional'

Stressing that the constitution requires that 
any normal person understand the law, 29th Dis- 
trict Court Judge Carolyn A. Archbold ruled last 
week that the City of Wayne ordinance covering 
loitering is unconstitutional. 

The question involving the constitutionality of 
the Wayne ordinance surfaced after an Inkster 
High School student was arrested in April for 
loitering at the Wayne Memorial Homecoming 
Dance. 

The defendant, Edward Brown, was at the 
dance with a group of his friends who were stu- 
dents at Wayne High School. 

Several Wayne and Westland police officers 
were dispatched to the dance to investigate a re- 
port that one of the students in a limousine had a 
gun. 

According to reports, Brown ran from the offi- 
cers and was subsequently arrested on charges of 
assault and loitering. 

In the wake of the arrest, the suspect was con- 
veyed to Annapolis Hospital for treatment of inju- 
ries reportedly received during his arrest 

Brown, represented by Inkster criminal attor 
ney Steven Bullock, was found not guilty of as- 
sault of a police officer by Archbold, who delayed

her decision on the second charge, loitering, 
pending further legal arguments by Bullock and 
the Wayne City Attorney’s Office. 

Bullock challenged the Wayne city ordinance 
(656.02) on loitering, arguing that the local law 
should be declared void because of vagueness. 
He noted in his legal brief that a criminal statute 
may be challenged for vagueness on three 
grounds: 1 - It doesn’t provide fair notice of con- 
duct proscribed; 2 - It confers on the trier of fact 
unstructured and unlimited discretion to deter 
mine whether and offense has been committed, 
or, 3 - It is over broad and impinges on a First 
Amendment freedom. 

Bullock managed to show that all three 
grounds apply to the Wayne loitering ordinance 
and therefore the ordinance should be declared 
unconstitutional. 


“Finally, and most glaring, is this ordinance’s 
impingement on the First Amendment freedom 
to peaceably assemble. 

“This ordinance - even when properly read - is 
constitutionally over broad, therefore, fatally de- 
ficient since it seeks to prohibit innocent conduct 
as well as criminal conduct. In People v. Penn, 70 
Mich App 638 (1976), teenagers who linger, talking, 
in the school parking lot after school and then 
move on when a police officer pulls into the park- 
ing lot would be subject to application of this 
ordinance. 

“Persons standing lawfully on a public side- 
walk could be judged ‘criminal’ by the simple act 
of not hesitating and waiting while travelling po- 
lice cars pass them for fear that the officer might 
construe their simultaneous departure to be 
‘alarming’,” Bullock stated in his brief. 

Archbold apparently agreed with Bullock’s ar- 
guments, and rendered her decision supporting 
his position. But she added she couldn’t comment 
because the case could go to appeal. 

“The city has 21 days to appeal this court’s 
decision,” Archbold said. ‘Therefore I can’t com- 
ment But I have dismissed the case against 
Brown and yes, it is my opinion that the ordi- 
nance is unconstitutional.”

Ministry calls to father and son 


Closeness flowers 
in family business 
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Brothers find careers in public safety

Public safety really is a fam 
ily business with the Reddy 
brothers- both the older and 
younger Westland generations. 

When John Reddy Jr. as- 
sumed the duties of deputy po- 
lice chief in Westland last 
August, it was only one month 
after his brother Mike became 
assistant fire chief. That’s the 
way it works in their family. 
The two advanced to their re- 
spective assistant chief posts 
in July and August last year 
and, barring any unforeseen 
circumstances, the two may fill 
the offices of police and fire 
chief in the city some day. 

The pair come by their pub- 
lic service careers naturally 
and credit their father, John 


Reddy, Sr. with establishing a 
sense of values and volunteer- 
ism for them while they were 
growing up. The senior Reddy, 
who is still active in the area, 
has more than 50 years of in- 
volvement in the community. 

Reddy Sr. has been an ac- 
tive member and volunteer 
with the Knights of Columbus, 
Goodfellows and local Parent 
Teacher Organizations among 
others. 

And the first member of the 
family to join the police de- 
partment was step-brother 
Tom Taylor -who incidentally 
also served as mayor of West- 
land for a number of years 
later in his career. 

Taylor was a Wayne police 
officer and inspired Reddy to 
join the Westland force with 
tales of his adventures and ex- 
periences. 


“We’re a people-oriented 
family. We like helping peo- 
ple,” Mike Reddy said. 

John Reddy talked his 
brother, Mike, into joining the 
fire department. Reddy began 
working at the police depart 
ment in 1967 and his brother 
began working at the fire de- 
partment in 1976. 

And these two public ser- 
vants have been followed by 
Mike Reddy’s two sons, Mic- 
hael, Jr. and Martin, who are 
both Westland firefighters. 

Mike Reddy said the most 
enjoyable thing about his job 
is putting together new pro- 
grams. He described public 
safety' as a people-oriented ca 
reel* and said there is nothing 
he does not like about his job. 

“I really have not found any 
areas I dislike,” Mike Reddy 
said. 


The assistant police chief 
said being able to help people 
is the best thing about his job. 
“The worst thing about it is 
dealing with people who don’t 
have any control of their desti- 
nies,” he commented. 

“We administer a band aid 
to things when we can’t find a 
permanent solution to a prob- 
lem. Most solutions we provide 
are temporary, not perma- 
nent,” Reddy said, citing the 
example of a criminal who re- 
mains crime-free for a while 
and then returns to the wrong 
side of the law. 

Reddy said he followed his 
step brother into law enforce- 
ment because he wanted a 
challenging job. “And I like 
the fact that you can control 
the way you get the job accom- 
plished,” he said.

Inkster men to face examinations 


A May 17 examination has 
been scheduled for two Inks- 
ter men charged w f ith armed 
robbery and felony firearm be- 
fore 29th District Court Judge 
Carolyn Archbold. 

Leon Jacobs Jr., 18, was re- 
cently released from Henry 
Ford Hospital after getting 
shot during a robbery attempt 
at the Park Hill apartments in 
Wayne April 29, according to 
Wayne police Lt Mel Drews. 

He was arraigned bedside 
before Archbold and a 
$100,000 bond was set. 

Marlon Dillard, 19, from 
Inkster, was also arrested by 
Wayne police and charged 
with armed robbery and felony 
firearm in the alleged inci- 
dent. He was arrested at his 


home, according to Drews. 

“He w'as arraigned May 6 
before Judge Archbold, M 
Drews said. “A $100,000 bond 
was set for him as well.” 

The two suspects allegedly 
tried to rob two unarmed resi- 
dents at gunpoint at the Park 
Hill apartments, 33000 Park 
Hill. They knocked at the vic- 
tim’s second-floor unit and 
barged in when one of the two 
victim’s answered the door, ac- 
cording to Drews. 

Drew's said Jacobs and his 
partner ordered the Park Hill 
residents to hand over cash, 
but one of the victims, a 21- 
year-old armored car security 
officer, pulled a .38 caliber 
handgun and shot Jacobs once 
in the side. 


The second robber, accord- 
ing to Drews, jumped through 
a window possibly saving him- 
self from a gunshot while 
Jacobs escaped on foot 

Police later discovered 
Jacobs at Henry Ford Hospital 
after checking in with an unex- 
plained gunshot wound. 

Bedside arraignment is un- 
usual, Drews said, but the cost 
of providing around-the-clock 
security is prohibitive. 

The Park Hill resident who 
pulled the trigger will not be 
charged, according to Drews. 

“He has the right to protect 
himself if he fears for his life,” 
Drews said. “And that’s what 
happened. Jacobs picked the 
w f rong guy.”

Horvath returned to School- 
craft in 1989. She said she de- 
cided to fulfill her life-long 
dream of becoming a writer.

Book aids

Teenage girls in America 
are having sex more often, at 
least half of them with more 
than one partner and the aver- 
age age for first timers is 16. 

Andrea Warren and Jay 
Wiedenkeller, parents of two 
teenage daughters, were 
shocked to learn one of the two 
girls had become a statistic in 
an ever-increasingly sexual 
teen society. Confronting the 
situation with wide-open eyes, 
questioning other teens (both 
hetero and homosexual) and a 
telephone book of health pro- 
fessionals, led to Everybody's 
Doing it. the couple’s co- 
authored “survival” book for 
parents with teenagers. 

“Without talking about mo- 
rality’ and religion,” the couple 
write, “we had told them 
(daughters) that sex was for 
when one was ‘older’ and in a 
‘committed’ relationship. We 
didn’t define ‘older’ and ‘com- 
mitted,’ but we knew they 
knew what we meant.” 

To be on the safe side. War 
ren and Wiedenkeller said, 
they decided to further en- 
lighten the extroverted 16 
year-old “that guys can some- 
times put a lot of pressure on 
girls to have sex and that if this 
happened to her she should

say ‘no’ and say it firmly.” 

The daughter reminded 
them that she “could take care 
of herself.” 

“Do you. ..are you and he 
(boyfriend)...? 

“Yes!” she blurted out, 
“Now can I go?” 

Truth dawned like the 
morning sun, or more literally 
like a blood-red sunset. 

“Only a year before,” the 
couple write, “she had been a 
good kid, going out with groups 
of friends, having fun, enjoying 
her adolescence and allowing 
us to enjoy it too. Then the 
problems started the smok- 
ing, the arguments, the adoles- 
cent angst. And now....” 

Writing a book, Wied- 
enkeller said during a recent 
telephone interview, wasn’t 
the original intent researching 
teenage sex after learning 
their daughter was sleeping 
with her boyfriend -but that’s 
what evolved. 

“While many sex-education 
courses do a fairly good job of 
teaching facts,” Wiedenkeller, 
a child development director 
at a Kansas City’ health center, 
said, “few of them tackle the 
tough subjects of sexual conse- 
quences, values, building rela- 
tionships, intimacy and 
pleasure, and sexual orienta- 
tion We’re hoping that our 
book is what parents can turn 


to for insight and guidance.” 

Visiting dozens of teen and 
parent groups and talking 
openly about sex, plus polling 
health professionals, led the 
couple on a true journey of al- 
tered perception and self 
discovery, and a primary 
source of the 237 pages in the 
book. 

For example, the pair met 
Dr. Dennis Dailey a professor 
of social welfare at the Univer- 
sity of Kansas and a respected 
sex therapist. Dailey, Wied- 
edkeller said, “shocked us” 
with his self-practicing theory 
of teenage sex. 

“He (Dailey) said parents 
should openly discuss matters 
of sex and, in fact, encourage 
them to have sex,” Wied 
enkeller said. “That blows par- 
ents away.” 

Dailey said he had talked 
very candidly with his two 
daughters about sexual grati- 
fication, lovers and relation 
ships. Some 50 percent of 
couples, Dailey said, “Have se- 
rious sexual dysfunction some- 
time in their relationship. 
Why? Because adolescence is 
a breeding ground for sexual 
dysfunction. People believe 
you can put all that guilt (wait 
until marriage) on somebody, 
and then, when they get mar 
ried. everything will be fine 
No! They carry the guilt and 


shame for the rest of their 

lives.” 

Warren (a journalist by 
trade) and Wiedenkeller de- 
cided to provide a happy me- 
dium for squeamish parents 
not convinced by Dailey’s up- 
front, in-your-face hypothesis. 

“But giving information 
doesn’t necessarily mean 
they’ll go out and do ‘it,’” Wied- 
enkeller said. “You, as a par- 
ent, are offering help and 
guidelines. Saying ‘If you loved 
me you wouldn’t do ‘it’ won’t 
work. If you have trouble, pro- 
vide books and information for 
them to go look up. Try to use 
real terms and don’t make it 
dirty and hush-hush. Be honest 
and drop the judgmental 
parent/teenager role remem- 
bering that you’ve probably 
done the same thing along the 
way. 

“We’ve learned kids are 
more likely to postpone sex,” 
he added “if they’re knowl- 
edgable and comfortable with 
themselves. It’s still going to be 
tough, but with that type of dia- 
logue, your kids are more 
likely to come to you as equal 
Jil find your- 
selves at a whole new level of 
relationship.”

Educators protest 
library staff cuts

People that make “learning 
come alive” face the distinct 
possibility of trying to stay 
alive themselves, a group of 
educators told the Plymouth- 
Canton school board Tuesday. 

Representatives of 23 
school district media special- 
ists, the men and women han- 
dling library service and 
technology functions, were on 
hand to outline what might 
likely happen if operational 
budget cuts are implemented 
this fall forcing the district to 
drastically slash library staff 
to 11 full-time employees, es- 
sentially, in many cases, leav- 
ing a majority of students to 
their own devices. 

“I can sympathize that ev- 
erybody wants the best but 
they don’t want to pay for it,” 
Salem/Canton High School me- 
dia specialist Sherry Frazier 
said, “but with millions ($12 
million) invested in equip- 
ment, software, and personnel, 
major cuts are foolish and will 
hurt the quality of education 
in Plymouth-Canton schools.” 

School budget reduction 
talks during recent months 
have gone from outpatient in- 
cision to amputation status. 
Pink-slip notices have been 
mailed to 15 administration 
and 83 full-time staff, plus the 
district faces additional class, 
building, transportation and 
extracurricular cutbacks 
reaching, district officials pre- 
dict, $6.9 million if local and 
state fiscal proposals fail at 
the June polls. 

An informational distrib- 
uted by media specialists 
Tuesday outlined several rea- 
sons budget cuts in library ser- 
vices would particularly 
impact Plymouth-Canton stu- 
dents, including: 

• The district major technol- 
ogy $12-million investment (af- 
fecting 19 buildings plus two

under construction) requires 
media specialist support. Spe- 
cialists, the report says, serve 
as district technology coaches; 
work with staff toward mean 
ingful integration of technol- 
ogy; assemble multi-media 
collections; assist teachers and 
protect the district from the 
“consequences” of copyright 
violation. 

• The information age re- 
quires informed consumers 
and, media specialists, to 
“teach the research process.” 

• The current emphasis on 
the use of literature for read- 
ing instruction increases the 
need for professional guid- 
ance. 

• Providing expertise in lo- 
cating and coordinating re- 
sources for School 
Improvement Outcomes. 

“We wanted the (school) 
board to understand that with- 
out media specialists,” said 
Frazier, “many kids would be 
lost. I think people forget just 
how important the students 
are in all the talk of millages 
and property freezes. You can’t 
make readers out of high 
school students when elemen- 
tary libraries, and complete 
programs, are being cut. It’s 
not possible.” 


Service plan gets support 


Michigan Congressman 
William Ford, chairman of the 
Committee on Education and 
Labor, has recently endorsed 
President Bill Clinton’s na- 
tional service/student aid plan 
and said he’ll put it on the 
“fast track’’ through his 
committee. 

“The president’s plan gets 
two A’s from me,” Ford said, 
“because it makes a college 
education or better job train- 
ing more affordable and acces- 
sible to our young people and 
our workers. 

“We’re taking the best of our 
‘people’ programs from the 
1960s-like the Peace Corps, 
VISTA and ACTION-and re- 
working them to meet 1990s 
needs. I’m sure the National 
Service Trust Act will succeed 


in helping provide this country' 
with the highly educated and 
highly skilled work force we 
need to keep America on top.” 

Ford said he also supports a 
second portion of the Clinton 
package: a direct lending pro- 
gram for students. Phasing in 
direct lending, Ford said, 
would save $4 billion by the 
time direct lending is in full 
force in 1998. 

“The middle men who 
would have received that $4 
billion in taxpayer money may 
rant and rave,” the veteran 
congressman added, “but I 
don’t have a problem with 
using their fees to educate our 
young people. I look forward to 
guiding National Service Trust 
Act through the Congress and 
seeing it signed into law.”

2 lemons 

Salt and pepper to taste 
1 tablespoon chopped fresh 
parsley 

Slice chicken breasts into very 
thin medallions, or buy small 
chicken cutlets. 

In a large bowl, beat the eggs 
with the milk. Put the flour on a 
shallow plate. Heat the 1/4 cup 
butter a'nd oil in a heavy skillet 
on medium temperature. At the 
same time, dredge the chicken in 
he flour, then dip it quickly in the 
egg wash. Saute the chicken for a 
few minutes on each side until 
golden brown. Transfer to a serv- 
ing platter and keep warm Pour 
off any oils that remain in the 
skiUet. 

Add the four tablespoons of 
unsalted butter to the skillet. 
With a wooden spoon, loosen all 
the particles on the bottom of the 
pan.

It’s fried, baked, boiled, broiled 
and roasted. It can be stuffed, 
diced, barbecued and served ei- 
ther hot or cold. There are few 
things cooks have learned to pre- 
pare in as many different and won- 
derful ways as chicken. 

Since helath experts are touting 
the health benefits of poultry, the 
use of all these varieties of chicken 
have become more commonplace 
than ever befre. Even the colonel 
is now offering skinless chicken- 
although it takes some real will- 
power to walk out of one of his 
stores without succumbing to 
some of that ever-tempting, extra 
crispy, deep fried chicken. 

But there are other wonderful 
ways to enjoy this boon to cooks 
everywhere. Despite what 60 min- 
utes says, itjs still a healthy and 
relatively inexpensive main course 
and can be cooked to please just 
about any taste. 

And why, when talking about 
any bizarre or even mundane food, 
is it almost always compared to 
chicken? That’s an easy one- 
chicken can taste any of a variety 
of ways based on the preparation 
and the skill of the cook. 

Here are just a few samples of 
the versatility of this much malig- 
ned main dish. 


mushrooms or thinly sliced 
mushrooms 

Pound the meat slightly to 
break tendons. Lay flattened 
pieces of chicken on a smooth 
surface. Using a garlic press, 
squeeze the garlic clove. With fin- 
gertips, transfer these particles to 
the cutlet pieces. Sprinkle black 
pepper, grated cheese, shredded 
cheese and parsley over all 
chicken . Cover each breast with 
slice of prosciutto, roll each up 
jelly roll style, carefully tucking 
in all loose ends. Secure with 
toothpicks. 

Heat the oil and margarine in 
a large skillet over medium heat. 
Add the chicken breasts and 
brown well all over, with slotted 
spoon, transfer cluckeri to a bak- 
ing pan and bake for 20 minutes 
in a preheated 350-degree oven 
or until the chicken is cooked. 

Dram the fat from the skillet. 
Put the 1/2 cup butter in skillet 
and as it melts, scrape up all the 
broicned particles at the bottom 
of the pan. Increase heat to high 
and pour in wine, stirring well 
Add the mushrooms and cook 
one minutes longer. If sauce ap- 
pears too thin, sprinkle in a bit of 
flour and let cook until it reaches 
desired thickness. 

Remove chicken from the 
oven and place on a heated serv- 
ing platter. Pour sauce over top 
and sprinkle with reserved 
chopped parsley.

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Educators evaluate

• Threatened with more than 
$2 million in budget and staff 
ing cuts at the elementary 
school level, teachers in the 
Wayne-Westland schools are 
concerned about the impact on 
their students. 

The recent defeat of a mill 
age proposal and Headlee 
Rollback forced the Wayne- 
Westland schools to slash 
nearly $14 from the budget. 
Both staff and services will be 
reduced, according to plans 
presented by the administra- 
tion. The planned cuts are 
complicated, however, by the 
tax-reform plan presented by 
Gov. John Engler which would 
change the manner in which 
schools are financed Under 
Proposal A, the state sales tax 
would be increased from 4 
cents to 6 cents on each dollar 
and property tax would be re- 
duced. Schools would then be 
financed not from property tax 
revenue, but from state sales 
taxes, divided on a per-pupil 
basis throughout the state. 

Should voters reject Pro- 
posal A at the June 2 elections, 
staffing cuts will become cer- 
tain and programs including 
expressive arts, library staff- 
ing, library restoration, instru- 
mental music and vocal 
concerts and musical activities 
will be cut from the curricu- 
lum in the schools. 

Living under the threat of 
the proposed cuts has had an 
impact on teachers and princi- 
pals in the district, although 
Wildwood Elementary School 
Principal Larry Waynick sup- 
ports the actions taken by the 
members of the board of edu- 
cation as the best that could be 
done under the circumstances. 

“The board had to do what 
they did by state law. I feel 
they did the best job they 
could do,” Waynick said. 

Partial program cuts would 
include the building supply 
budget, cut from $35 to $20 per 


student and the loss of learn 
ing consultants, who help stu 
dents with difficulties in 
reading and mathematics. 

Waynick said he supports 
Proposal A because, although 
it is not ideal, “It's the best 
thing for the district at this 
time.” 

“I think it’s good for the 
Wayne Westland school dis 
trict,” Waynick said. 

“It (Proposal A) would de 
finetly prevent this type of 
massive dismantling of educa 
tional programs throughout 
the state,” he said. 

However, both Waynick and 
sixth grade teacher Linda An 
olick are unsure of the effects 
of the proposal after the first 
year. 

4t It should help Wayne 
Westland, but after the first 
year there is no guarantee,” 
Anolick said. 

If Proposal A is approved, 
the assessment increases for 
1993 will be rolled back to no 
more than 3 percent above the 
pre freeze value for any indi- 
vidual parcel of property. 

The majority of school oper 
ating millages will be rolled 
back to between 18 and 27 non 
voted operating mills if the 
proposal is approved. (Non 
voted operating mills are guar 
anteed mills schools levy with- 
out voter approval). 

Proposal A would change 
the current 50 mill limitation 
in the Constitution on total 
school and other local govern- 
ment millages to a 40-mill lim- 
itation. 

Future assessment in- 
creases on all individual par- 
cels of property would be 
limited to the rate of inflation 
or 5 percent, whichever is less. 

Waynick said he was not 
sure how many teachers at 
Wildwood would be layed off if 
the proposal is rejected by vo 
ters. However, Waynick said, 
teachers must receive layoff 
notices 30 days before the end 
of the school year and will 
therefore be notified before 
the election. 

If layoffs occur, Waynick 
said, teachers with seniority

will be considered first for ev- 
ery position. Waynick gave the 
example of an art teacher who 
is certified to teach third 
grade and has more seniority 
than one of the third grade 
teachers. Waynick said, in this 
case, the art teacher would 
take the third grade teacher’s 
position and that teacher 
would be layed off instead of 
the art teacher. 

Waynick is concerned about 
the possible closure of the 
school library. If budget cuts 
take effect. Waynick said he 
would find out if the school 
can have volunteers work in 
the library. If the school is not 
permitted to have volunteers, 
because of contract restric- 
tions, Waynick said teachers 
will probably use public li- 
braries and their own per- 
sonal libraries. However, 
Waynick said, neither option is 
.as good as a school library. 

“It (library) would be a ter- 
rific loss,” Waynick said. 

If the current budget cuts 
are approved, elementary 
schools will lose their ait, mu- 
sic and physical education 
programs. If this happens, 
Waynick said, the school week 
would be cut two hours. Way- 
nick said teachers use that 
time to plan lessons and since 
teachers are guaranteed a cer- 
tain amount of planning time 
per week under their con- 
tracts, the students would miss 
two hours of school per week. 

Waynick feels the board 
tried to avoid cutting class- 
room time down, but due to 
contract obligations it could 
not be avoided at the elemen- 
tary level. 

“The board made every ef- 


fort not to reduce the second 
ary school day,” he said. 

Waynick could not recall the 
district ever suffering this 
magnitude of cuts before. 

“We never had to eliminate 
anything that approached this 
magnitude. This is the largest 
reduction in the history of 
Westland I believe,” Waynick 
said. 

Waynick said these cuts 
would have a detrimental im 
pact on the students because 
the art, music and physical ed- 
ucation programs prepare stu 
dents to continue into the 
secondary level. It would also 
effect the students morale be 
cause the children enjoy these 
programs, Waynick said. 

“When we reduce or elimi- 
nate expressive arts, there is a 
definite impact on students' 
morale. School's just not quite 
as much fun.” Waynick said. 

Anolick said the schools 
never take away art, music or 
gym as a punishment because 
those programs build self- 
esteem and she feels the loss 
of these classes will hurt the 
students. 

Anolick said the expressive 
arts programs are really im 
portant for students because 
they may not have the oppor- 
tunity to participate in these 
activities outside of school, 
due to cost or transportation 
problems. 

Anolick said, if the cuts take 
effect, some teachers would 
probably try to have more ex- 
pressive arts in their class- 
rooms, but there is still the 
problem of the limited supply 
budget Anolick said this bud 
get will effect the students aca- 
demically. 


Anolick said people think 
the school has all kinds of spe 
cial supplies, but in fact they 
are basic supplies, such as 
pencils, paper and staples that 
could be reduced. 

The loss of learning consul- 
tants could mean those stu 
dents with special needs will 
not get the extra help they 
need in reading and math. An 
olick said she has learning dis 
abled students that won’t get 
the help they need if the pro 
gram is cut. Students in those 
categories who do not receive 
additional help will be at risk, 
Waynick said. 

“I think it’s too bad that sup- 
port for public schools has 
been so dismal from the state 
for so long. The burden has 
been placed on local tax 
payers,” Waynick said. 

In his more than 25 years in 
the district, this will be the 
largest number of budget cuts 
Van den berg Elementary 
School Principal Mike Hurley 
said he has ever seen. 

“I’ve never seen cuts in the 
Wayne Westland School Dis- 
trict to this degree,” Hurley 
said. "Approximately two 
years ago we did have to cut 1/3 
of the expressive arts program, 
but now we’re going to lose the 
entire program.” 

There are 191 students at 
Vandenberg with a teaching 
staff of 9 1/2. Besides the ex- 
pressive arts being eliminated,

Hurley said his students will 
definitely be impacted by the 
termination of the instrumen- 
tal music area. 

“Our per-pupil allotment 
will decrease which means

If Proposal A is approved by 
the voters June 2, Hurley said 
it would be a benefit to the dis- 
trict. 

“As a parent and adminis- 
trator I would vote for it,” 
Hurley said. “I think it’s a step 
in the right direction. I live in 
the district, and I have two 
children attending schools 
here so I’m just as concerned 
about the cuts as everyone 
else.” 

Hurley said there have also 
been discussions about elim- 
inating the number of learning 
consultants, but no decision 
has been made at this time. 

“Every department in the 
entire district is going to be af 
fected by these budget cuts 
one way or another.” Hurley 
said.
